His verſe, of which wee are heere 
pl tc ſpeake at this preſent, natu- 
rallie diniderh it fclfe into cwo 
heads. The firſt is a precept or 


the teaſon of the precepr, The preccpt is con- 
rained in the former part of the verſe, 7 each 
achild m the trade of his way. The reaton fol. 
Foweth in chelatcer parr, eudubey he ts old he 
ſhall not depart fr 0 it, Now firſt for the pre« 
| cept, becauſe jt is ſer, downe indefinuly,che 
 quellion may be moucd who ſhaould'reath; 
and ro whom this charge and commidement 
is heere dite&ted? The Magiſtrace i is not heere

com maundement .The ſecond is 
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ſpokenynto, becauſe his office is not: to teach 
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2 Directions for the Vertuors 
and inſtruct by word of mouth, but to rule 
and gouerne by law, neither euer haue we 
heard of any ciuill law giuen to cbildren:firſt, 
for by reaſon of ſooner inſtruction, they are 
not yet fit and capable of it: and ſecondly,for 
that they are vnder the gouernment of thoſe 
that are commaunded by it. Againe”, theſe 
words doe not properly bind the Minilters 
of the Church : firſt, becauſethis dutic is no 
where expreficly commaunded ynto them in 
Gods word : {econdlie, becauſe their dutie is 
to teachthe parenthow to bring his children 
yp: and thirdlie, becauſe the ſubieR of chis 
teaching is morethen belongeth to the pro- 
feſſion of the Miniſter, It is to teach a child 
inthe trade of his way, which is not onlie to 
inſtruct him vnto godlineſle, but alſo vnto all 
other humane duties. Wherefore this dutic 
then belongeth vnto parents, and. they are 
heere bound by theſe words of this text, and 
this we will proue both by reaſon and confe- 
rence of holy Scripture. For who ſhould teach 
and informe the child, but they which haue 
the gouernment and commaunding of him? 
Bur it is well knowen that parents onlie haue 
the goucrnment and commaunding of their 
children,or ſuchasthey (hall procure for their 
better education, and therefore this precept 
| licth vpon them, and they muſt looke yntoir: 
Againe, this is apparant even by the nee | 

| aw 


law of nature, which hath taught the vyerie 
brute beaſtes to bring vp their owne young. 


+ And further, this dutie is yet enforced from 


the opportunity of the thing commanded.For 
even as a plant will ſooner take nouriſhment 
and chriue berrer in the ſoyle where it firſt 
grew and fprong vp,then in any other groid, 
becauſe it }ikerh his owne ſoyle beſt: ſo chil- 
dren wil! ſooner take inftruftion and good 
pureure icomtheir parents, whom they beſt 
like, and from whom chey had their firſt be- 
ing, then from any other :and therefore you 
parents are in faulc if your children are not 
wcilraughr. For whatſocyer good cotnmeth 
from the parentto the child, is naturall and 
kindlic, no otherwiſe then the warme milke 
. from the mothers dugge. You ſhall ſooner be 
heard of your children, then either the ſage 
counſell of the auncient, of the forcible and 
mouing ſpeech of the learned. Laſtly therule 
of iuſtice dothrequire that cuen as the firſt pa- 
rent Adam, and fo all other after him haue 
been a meane of falling to all their poſieri- 


ticin begerting children in their owne image, G##+543+ 


which according to the law of creation ſhould 
haue been borne in Gods image : ſo now in 
lue of this,all parents ſhould lend their hands 
tolife them vp againe, and never ceaſe yntill 
they ſee in ſome meaſure the beautie-ofthe 
firſt image; and the yertue of the ſecond e4- 
eA 4 dam: 
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dam, This is a thing ſo zuident and fo ingraf. 
fed in nature, as that the holy Ghoſt thought 
itnor a matter of neceſſcic to expreſie here 
the name of parent. But now ler vs goe for: 
ward ro confirme the ſame by teſtimonies of 
holy Scripture. In the fourth chapter of Deu- 
teronomie,the Lord commandeth parents to 
teach their children the wonders of this law; 
and thatthey might not trifle this ouer and 
make no great reckoning of it, and thinkeir 
bur a childes matter, che Lord there laicth a 
great weight ypon this charge; in exhorting 
them to doethis with all diligence and carc- 
fulnes : Take beede vnto thy ſelſe, and krepe thy 
ſoule, that thou doeſt not forget thoſe thinges 
which thine eyes hane ſeene, and that they dee 


wot depart from thy heart all the daies of ny life: . 


that thou maiſt make them knowne unto thy ſons 
and thy ſonnes ſonnes. Take beede;faith he, as if 
hee ſhould haue ſaid, jt is not a little matter 
that Icommaund thee, but great and weigh- 
tic, and therefore Iwould haue thce to take 
ſpeciall care of it; andthat thou mighreſt doe 
this diligently indeede , I would not haue 
theſe things which I haue ſhewed thee to de- 
part from thy heart all the daies of thy life, 
thatisto ſay, any one day of thy life, that ſo 
thou mighteſiteach them to thy ſonnes and 
thy ſonnes ſonnes continually. The Lord 
would not haue his holy word and his m_—_ 

ers 


ders which he ſhewed ynto his people at the 
giving ofhis law,to bee one day abſent from 
the heart of the parent, that ſo no one day 
; mighit paſſe without infirufting of their chil- 
] dren. If this one precept whicti che Lord here 
X ſo carefully commanderh, were drawne ouer 
the hearts of parents now a daies, how many 
mightic ſhame and condemne of too great 
negligence, which ſcarſe once in halfe a yeere 
give any one word of infiruction vnto their 
children ? Againe,inthe 11. chapter of Deur. 
the Lord fill calleth vpon parents in this du- 
tie. Therefore lay vp theſe words tm your hearts, Dcut.ur, 
and in yortr minds and teach them to your chil. 18.19, 
dren ; talkmg of them when thou art at hame it 
thine honſe,and when thay gaeft abroad,aud when 
thou lieft dsVvne,and when thou riſeſt vp. Here 
the Lord commendeth to parents his deere 
and pretious word to be treaſured vp for their 
children : as if the Lord ſhould hue faide, 
You parents vſe to lay vp for your children 
the moſt precious iewels and the beſtthings 
you can per, here are iewels paſſiag ali carthly 
treaſure, my words the inſtruction of your 
lives,zndthe light of your ſoules,lay vp theſe 
in your hearts, and keepethem for your chil. 
dren : and becauſe your children are deere 
vnto you, bealwaies imparting of them ynto 
them,reach themwnto thy children, talking of 
them when then art at home in thy bouſe, and 
when 


when thou goeFt abroade, and when thou lieft 
downe, and when thou riſet vp. As if the Lord 
ſhould haue ſaid, take all occaſions, and vſc 
all ſeaſons and opportunities to inftruX thy 
children. The Lord would haue vs to begin 
the day with teaching our children, and hee 
would havevsto end the day with the ſame, 
O wondetull care of our God, oh louing Fa- 
ther of heauen,that ſo dearcly loueſt our chil- 
dren ! But how do we anſwere this carefulnes 
of our heauenly Father? when we riſc inthe 
morning is our firſt care far our childten? No, 
the Hogge, andtheHorſe, and the Cow ſhall 
be fiſt {rrucd ; and as for our children, whoſe 
ſoules Rand more in need of good nurture 
and education, then the bodies of beaſts do 
of corruptible food, they are forgotten all the 
daylong. A pitifullching it1s that the vnrea- 
{onable creature, whoſe ſpirit periſheth with 
the bodice, ſhould haue his iuft tending and 
lookiog ro, and tharthe ſoule which is made 
after Gods image, ſhould be ſuffered to run 
into all manner of danger and yndoing with- 
out regard. Ol that we ſhould be ſo earthly 
minded, asto regard theſe tranſitorie things 
aboue thatwhich is to laſt for euer ! Conſider 
with thy ſelfe (beloued) and God give thee 
feeling : if thy cattell or beaſt want his ten- 
ding and looking to, happilie it ſhall pine a- 
way forwantof food, happilie it ſhall ey ſo 
arre

farre that thou ſhalt neuer ſee it againe, or 
happily ic ſhall fall into ſome pir,where it ſhal

worth then allthe world, and the Lord ſhall 
require his blood at thy hands, becauſe hee 
hath committed him to thy ſafe keeping, and 
thou, in that thou haſt not kept him, haK caſt 
him away. Oh danger to be flyed and looked 
vnco before all dangers! And yer ſuch is the 
b:ind miſerablenes of many parents,that they 
had rather ſce their ſonnes ſwearers , drun-

perſon , then to behold one of their beaſts 
hides to hang onthe beame: wherely it com- 
meth to paſſe, that the yerie brute beaſts are 
eftſoones better taught then the ſonnes of 
men, as the Propher Eſay lamentabiic com- 
plaineth of the children of Ifraell : The oxe gaix.3; 
bnoveth his owner, and the aſe ht matters crib :* 
but Iſrael hath not knowne, my people hath not 
vnderitood, Againe Saint Pax! inthe 6. of the 
Epheſians, giueth this ſame charge ynto pa- 
rents : And ye fathers pronoke not yonr children Zpbeſ.6.45 
towrath, but bring them wp in inftruttion and

[473 £ the 78. Plalme faith, Hee eftabliſhed a teftime- 


pie in lacob,and ordained a law in Iſrael, which 
be commanded our fathers that they ſhouldteach 
their children,that the poſteritie might know i, 

ard the children which ſhould bee ; euld 
ftand wp and declare it to their coldren. 

Many other places of Scripture might bee 
brought, burtheſe ſhall bee ſufficient ro theww 
vnco every parent to whom the T.ord heere 
ſpeakerh, Teach a child, and alſo to thew him 
how great charge and weight the Lord laicth 
vpon this commaundement.But now becauſe 
this duety of parentsisc6municared co many, 
as to Rectors of Schooles, to maffers of fami- 
lies,to dames,to patrons and guardians, and 
ſuch like; Jer all they here vnacrſiand who- 
focuer they be,that hauethe goucrnment of 
children or: any youth committed to their 
charge, that they arc here bound by che voice 
of the Almightic,and that they muſt doe the 
cuerie of parents vnto them, as if. rhey were 
their naturall children. Teach a cvilde in the 
trade of hy Way: that is,thou parent teach,thou 
malter reach, thou dame teach, thou miltris 
teach,thou tutor teach,andin a word, all you 
thar hane the dutic of patents committed vr - 
to you,

teach his child, he breaketh this commande-

2. The ſecondvice is the prophanenes of 
many parents, who, ſo they may prouide 
liuclihood and neceflarics for chcir children, 
they care for no more. Of this fault of pa- 
rents wriceth Chryſoftome: Adothers be lowing 
to rhe bodies of their children, but the ſoule they 
deſpiſe : they deſire them ts Welfare in this \yorld, 
bat they takg none heede what they ſpall ſuffer in 
the other : the Inſt of their bodies they \vould buy 
deere, but the health af their ſoule they make no 
reckoning of. If they ſee them poore oy ſiche, they 


forro\v and ſigh: but theugh they ſee theys ſinne 


they ſorrov nor. And in thu they ſhew that they 
brought foorth the bodies of their children, but 
not their ſoules. 

3- The third vice is commirted of ſuch 
poore parents, which make no great choiſe 
with what maſters and dames they placetheir 
children, ſo they haue-meate and drinke c- 


nough and wages thereto competent, and 


are either backe beaten nor belly beaten, as 
they ſay. Alas,ſuch poore children while they 
eruc fox their bellieg , they may loſe their

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1. Firſt,the ignorance of the parent: as if 
the parent bee ſo rude that hee is not able ta 
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hold them in by gon example, and to go- 
uerne them continually in the fecate of the 
Lord. Wherefore heere let all parents learne 
thar it is their dutic to make choiſe of ſuch 
maſters and dames for their children as are 
oodly andreligious, wiſe hearted, ſuch as are 
both able and wel diſpoſed to traine vp youth 
in all good nurture and Gods ſeruice:and not 
only this (for the greatcfi care of all lyeth vp- 
on the parent) but alſo they mult ſo often as 
conueniently whey may repaire vnto them, 
and ſec how they profir, and hold them vp by 
cheir good counſell,and be careful to entreate 
thoſe which haue the government ofthem, to 
be goed vnto them in this chiefe point aboue

Now hauing ſhewed what parents and all 
other gouernours of youth are to ſhunne in 
the education of children and ſeruants, we

And if handicrafts like thee 
not, thou haft the Liberall Scicnces, of which 
no man euer was yet aſhamed, but manie 
haue madechem their crowne of glorie. Mi- 
thridates the greatKing of Pontus was trained 
vp in Phyſicke, and hath left vnto all poſteri- 
ties that worthie confection which is called 
of his owne name Mitbridate,a treaſure more 
worth then Princcs Crownes, /uitinian the 
Romane Emperour was that great Lawyer, 
which by his owne induſftric gaue perfeQion 
to the law of Natians. Qumtus Cincinnatus 
was called fromthe plow, to beare that high 
office of DiQatorſhip in Rome. Saul was 
annointed King while he was ſecking his fa- 
thers Aſſes: and Daxid was taken from the 
ſheepfold to feed with his wiſedome,and go- 
uerne with his prudence that honourable 
people of the children of Iſrael. And againe, 
we readcthat thoſe two famous Prophets E+ 
liſhaand «Amos, the one was called from the 
plow,and the other from keeping of beaſts.

Which examples do plainly teach ys,thatthe 
greatand reuerend God deſpiſerh no honeſt 
trade of life bee it never ſo meane, but crows 
neth it wich his blething, to drawe all good 
minds to his holy ordinaace; But now adaies 
ſuch is che pride of our hearts, (athipg co bee 
lamented chrough al our land)that our gentle 
mens cailicen may nor be brought vp in anie 
trade:oltitis too baſe & beggerly for th&;they 
mult lie of their lands, they muſt maintaine 
their gontrie,a ſmall learning will ferue their 
turne: 2c while this ordinance of God is neg- 
lIeted,whar milerie from hence enſucth? who 
are che waflers of patrimonies; who are the 
robbers and reners in the Common-wealth?

Wn Lord that he might hold all youth vnder 
his obedience, which otherwiſe would runne 
out into al manner of extremities, he fireight- 
lie commaundeth all parents whoſocuer, to 
bring vp their children in ſome honeſt trade 
and profeſſion of life, that ſo thereby they 
might be kept from committing much euill, 
and that when they be come to yeeres of go- 
uernment, God might be glorified by them, 
and the Common-wealth in which they liue, 
receiue the common mutuall duetice, Now 
then you plainely ſee here what God requi- 
reth ; none muſt liucidlie, but all muſt bee 
taught ro benefit Gods Church and the com- 
mon-wealth,arid ſuch a one is not worthie to 
live in any well ordered and good Common- 
wealth, which cannot one way or other diſ- 
charge the common duetie thereof,

Way,is,that they ſhould teach the good man- 
ners and ciuill behaujour, to riſe vp to their 
betters, to vacouer the head,to make obeci- 
ſance,to be curteous towards their equals,to 
to be gentle and lowly to their inferiours,and .

bee not taught our children while they bee 
young, when they be old they ſhall befound. 
ſo head-firong, that they will not bee gouer= 
ned, bur this conſequent mult needes follow, 
tharall order ſhall bee taken away, and: then 
confuſion muſt needes inſue.For if nurture be 
negleed, then our elders and gouernours 
ſhall nor be reuerenced; if they be not reue- 
renced, they will not be regarded; if they be 
notregarded,they will not bee obeyed; and 
ifchcy be not obeyed,then ſteps in rebellion, 
and euery one will doe what he luſteth. Now 
is fulfilled that heauie curſe which the Pro- 
pher Eſay threatned againſt the children of

ther,and excry one by his neighbour: the cildren

16 8  Derettions forthe vert#ors 
ſuch people were not broken and brideled 
while they were yopg by good nurture. Now 
one neighbour likea curre dogee leapeth in - 
the face of another.: whereas it he had been 
trained vp in ctuilitie and good manners, 
though he neither feared God norloued man, Þ 
yer cuen ve:ic ſhame would hold him from 
committing this foll:c.Oh beloued, good nur- 
rure and manners, they are the cords and 
bands of the Common-wealth, they are the 
nurſeric of {weete loue and concord,and they 
are the preparation to religion ir ſelfe. For 
nurture achild wel, breake his aftetons, and 
teach him awfulncs at home, and when he 
cometh ro Church and heareth the prea- 
cher denouncing the heauie threatnings of 
God againſt finnehe will by and by begin to. 
cremble, he will Jay itto his heart, and feare 
leſt he fall afterwards into the ſame dauvger : 
whereas the child that is not thus prepared 
and manured before, when he commeth he 
careth not whether he hearech or no, bur is

burthen of what kinde ſocuer ir be, and to be 
held in from running out into any manner of 
extremitie. Wherefore this yoke in one parti- 
cular which wee here purpole to follow,isthe 
yoke of government andpzinefull education; 
Whoſocuer isnot vſed tothis yoke while he 
is young, ſhall neuer bee fic for any good ſer- 
vice either in the Church or common-wealth 
when he is old, For asthe brute oxe and aſe 
would neverendure their hard labour,except 
they were beld in by their yoke, but would - 
fray euery way: ſo vnbrideled miif he be nor 
in his youth held in by the yoke of painefull 
labour,hee will neuer abide it when he is old, 
but will run out into euery path of deſtruc- 
tion.

things at reſt, ſetteth open the dore for the 
theete toenterin vpon him and ſpoyle him ar 
his pleaſure : ſoidlenes while wee are not a- 
ware, lying ſoft ypon the pillowes of fecurity, 
openeth the dore for y diue!l ro enter into vs | 
with full ſwinge to the deſftruRtion both of

that while men ſlepr, the enemie came and 
ſowed tares among the wheatc: ſothe fitteſt 
time thatthe diucll can finde to worke ypon:

the ſoule. In the 11. chapter of the 2. Sam. 
Wee rezde that while Dan:d tarticd iclic at 
home in the beginning of the yecre when 

Kings 
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Kings vſed to goe forth to battell, hee was 
ſoone ouertaken with thoſe two foule ſinnes 
ofadulteric and manſlaughter. Oh that men 
ſaw to how many vices and euils they ſhut 
the dore when they ceaſe to be idle, and giue 
themſelues to honeſt labonurs. So long as 
Sampſon warred wich the Philiſtines ; hee 
could neuer bee taken ot overcom, bur afcer 
thathe gauc himſelfe to idlenes and pleaſure, 
he not onelie committed fornication with 
the (trumpet Dali/ah,but alſo was taken of his 
enemies, and had his eyes miſerably put our. 
Ifrheſe two which were ſuch excellent men, 
indued of God with fingular giftes, the one 
of prophecie, and the other of (trength, and 
ſuch as no labour or trouble could ouer- 
come, were notwithſtanding ouerthrowne 
and falleninto grievous ſinnes, by yeelding 
for a ſhort time toeaſe; then what crimes, 
what miſchiefes, and inconueniences are not 
to bee feared of them, who all their life long 
giue themſclues to idlenes and loytering? Bur 
ſuch hath alwaies been rhe peruerſe incredu- 
licie of mans heart (as Haymo repeateth our 
of Origen) that they will not beleeue that o- 
ther men haue prithed vntill they chemſelues 
periſh alſo; If wee be vtterly voyd of vnder- 
ftanding, let vs goc to the brute creatures 
which want thoſe helpes of reaſon and go- 


uernment that man hath,and learne of them. Proy,6.e. 
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Goe to the Piſmire O ſluggard (ſaith Salomon) 
behald ber waies and bee wiſe : for ſnee ha- 
wing no guide nor ruler, prepareth her meate 
in the ſammer, end gatherecth her food in the 
haruef.

God, who is the firtt mover of all 
things, ſeeing all excellencie to lye in mo- 
ving,and being of kimſclfc infinite good, can- 
not but create ail things good; and as the na- 
ture of the cfiicient caule 15 ro make his effect 
like ynto himſclfe: ſo God being excellent in 
motion and working hath niade all his crea- 
tures induced with this bonitie of nature.

forth Gods glorie, that he hath ordained 
mol} forcible meanes to ſtirre vp and thruſt 
forward man ynto it, as all manner of wants 
and neceſſities.

The lecond is to ſhew vs a meane how 
wee maycſcapeoutofthis miſcrie; and this 
meane isthe only mercie of God in his ſonne 
Chriſt Icſus, exprefied in theſe wordes, But 
merci withthee. The third part is to teach 
vs whet we ought to doe when we are deliue- 
red from our miſcrie.& that is to feare God); 
vnder which word is coprehended the whole 
ſcruice of God, and all that thankefulncfle 
which is required at our hands for our faſua- 
tion & redemption:& this is contained in the 
laſt words of this text, that thou maiſt bee fea- 
red. For whom wee feare, him wee would not 
offend,and whom we would not offend, his 
v:i]l we would obey,and whoſe wil we obey, 
Eim we honour,ferue and worſhip. . Now the 
literall & plaine ſenſe of the firlt part of this 
text 


rextisthis : O Lordeif thou ſhouldeſt deale 
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with vs according to iuſtice, and the ftreight= 
ries of thy law, no man thar liueth were able 
to ftand before thee, but kee muſt needes fall 
vnder thy rettenging hand,and the tortures of 
thy iudgements. This leflon euery parent mult 
teach his children to ynderſtande and con- 
fefle. For vmill they knowe howe much they 


, are endangercd to God, and in whart a feare= 


full eſtate they Rand,by reaſon of cheir fins : 
and vniill they know what a great God the 
Lordis, ſo mightie in power that he is ableto 
caſt all the world downe headlong into hell, 
and that he will doe fo incleede, excepr they 
craue mercie at his handes, turne vnto himg 
ſeeke his fauour, and ind<uour to picale him; 
before I ſay they knowe this, and this know- 


_ ledgebedeeply ferled intheirharts,they will 


neuer ſcek after God, bur dvwel Nil in cheir old 
cltate, becauſe they thinke it is good enough 
vntil{ death ſer ypon the vnawares, & they be 
calt aweay ecernally, Wherefore here the firſt 
thing that parents are to beate into the heads 
of their children, is the greatnefſe of God, 
his infinte power,and fearefuines ; infomuch 
thac ſeeing hee hath made all mankinde of 
the clay ot the earth, as the potrer doth his 
pottes, and when hee hath done ſo, hee may 
breake them all to peeces againe, and who, 
ſhall ſay whar:doeſt chow? even ſo if God 
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afcer he hachmade ys ſhall condemne vs all 
to hell, which he may doe if ir pleaſe him, 
which of vsall dare open his mouth againſt 
him? /f thou O Lord ſtreightlie marke3t ini- 
quities, O Lordwho ſhall ſtand?

be cleanſed our. And againe in the fifteenth 
of the Aces, the Apofile ſpeaking of the

we ſee, he that will keepe his veſſell holy ynto 
the Lord,and prepare his heartaright to ſerue 


God,he muſt waſhir,and rince it, and purifie 
iebefore; he cannot make ir too cleane, for 
the ſeruice of God is the pureſt thing in allthe 
worle. And heere that wee may the better 
Ntirre vp our ſelues ynto this diuine ſeruice of 
God, let vs diligently obſerue the phraſe of 
the holy Ghoſt, The grace of God teacheth 
vs that ve ſhould deny vngedlmeſſe and worldlie 
lastes. This is a meraphoticall ſpeech taken 
from militaric affaires, andis Ray 29 VN- 
to the word abandon. For when the good 
Captainefindeth iuſt cauſe of diſliking in his 
ſouldiers, he is gd toabandon them, thatis, 
to thruſt. them out of his band, and to put 
them from their pay, and fo turne them away. 
Againc on the otherfide, when the good ſoul- 
dier ſhall ſee the miſgouernment of his Cap- 
taine, and his bad cauſe in hand, hee leaucth 


+ his Captaine and turneth to the juſt cauſe, de- 


nying and defying by ſolemne ſacramentall 
oath of warre his former colours. Without 
this denying, the fouldier ſhall not be recei- 


ued, but ſhall be taken and held for aſpic and

Euen ſo beloued, 
when we haue once renounced the blacke co- 
lours of the diuell, the world, and the fleſh, 
and are turned co the Lord Ieſus, becauſe we 
ſec his cauſe isiuſt, and his pay beſt : now this 
great capraine and Lord generall of heauen 
and earth, before hee will admit vs into his 
band, he requireth of ys that we ſhould deny 
and defie our former colours, that is, all vn- 
godlinesand worldlie luftes, vnto which we 
haue hitherto borne weapons. For no man 
can ſerue rwo maſters, as our Sauiour ſaith 
ia the Goſpell. And therefore thou whoſoe- 
uer thou art, that wilt be a good ſouldier of 
Chriſt Ieſus, and doe him true and faichfull 
ſeruice, becauſe he hath ranſomed thee from 
the tyranny of the diuell: thou muſt renounce 
and denie from thy heart all vngodlines, and

T OL 
bandedinthe Lords troups; now thou muſt 
nextlearnehow to ſtand in Gods aray, and 
what is the whole duty and ſeruice which he 
requireth at thy hands.This conſiſteth in theſe 
three parts,as we are hcere taught in this text:

Firſt, in ho« 
nouring and obeying orir ſuperiours and go- 
uernours: ſecondlie,in relicuing our inferiors 
and all ſuch as fland in neede of our helpe: 
and chirdly, ia being kinde toour equalles, 
and louing to all. For the dueties towardes 
our ſuperiours; the ſubiet muſt honour his 
magiſtrate with obedience, reuerence, and 
common maintenance: ſo the people muſt 
henour their paſtour,the child his parent, the 
wife her husband, and the ſeruant his maſter. 
All theſe muſt bee honoured and obeyed of 
vs not {leightly, but ſeriouſſic and vnfained- 
ly,cuen as purpofing to honour God in them: 
for this alſo is a part of Gods ſeruice, and the 
ducties which wee giue vato them wee muſt 
give as vnto God himſelfe, ſetting God al- 
waies before our eyes, whome in all things 
wee ought to wotſhip and reverence. And 
on the other fide, ſuperiours muſt know ſo to 
carrie themſclues towardes their infcriours, 
in gouerning, teaching, and defending of 
| them - 
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them iwall wiſedome and grauitie, that they 
may ſeeme worthie of thoſe honours which 
according to Gods ordinanc: are beſtowed 
ypon them, Secondlie for the helping and 
relicuing of our brother, wee muſt not doe 
it by halfes, bur fully, as God himſelfe hath 
commaunded. Wee muſt not ayde him in his 
bodie, and hurt himin his goods; and wee 
muſt not helpe him in his goods, and offend 
him in his name: and laſtlie, wee muſt not 
carcefor him in his bodie, goods, and name, 
and ſuffer his ſoule to perith by vs for want of 
our ſpirituall counſell and exhortation ; but 
we muſt labour to vphold and defend him 
in all theſe together, but ſpecially in his 
ſoule, becauſe this is more pretious then all 
the other. For cuen as one member of our 
owne bodic is as deere ynto ys as another : 
{o ſhould all our brothers things be vnro vs, 
becauſe weare al! members of our deere Sa- 
uiour, who hath loued vs all alike in giving 
his whole ſelfe for vs all. Thirdlic and Iaſt- 
lie, ſo ſhould wee loue all men, as well 
thoſe which- haue no need of vs, as thoſe 
which ſtand in need, that no offence being 
giuen on either fide, wee liuing as lights ia 
the world, and ſhewing forth the vertues 
of him that hath called vs out of darkeneſle 
into his marueilous light, as Saint Peter
